OUR eyes mean so mu ch to u s 
and many of u s do not fu lly appre­ 
ciate that fact u ntil we have some 
trou ble with ou r sight. That is why 
ou r eyes shou ld not be neglected. 
Glau coma is one of the eye trou bles 
for which we shou ld be on the look­ 
ou t. It is a disorder of the eye in 
which the pressu re of the flu id with­ 
in the eyeball is increased. Unfortu ­ 
nately, tile exact cau se of this dis­ 
order is not as yet known. However, 
if treated properly and early, mu ch 
can be done for this condition. 
Some cases of glau coma are very 
seriou s, while many remain mild in 
natu re. The recognition of this lat­ 
ter fact is of great benefit to the 
patient's mental attitu de. In some 
instances, the eyesight remains u n­ 
changed over an indefinite period. 
Drs. Posner and Schlossman have 
reported on over 370 cases of glau ­ 
coma. The pressu re within the eye­ 
ball 
remained only slightly in­ 
creased in 40. 
Examination of Eyeball 
They su ggest that examination 
of the eyeball tension be made in all 
persons over 40 years of age, and 
I think this is a good thing for all 
of u s to keep in mind. 
If the tension is at all increased, 
fu rther investigation of the condi­ 
tion of the eyes shou ld be carried 
ou t at once. Any difference in ten­ 
sion between the eyes is a sign of 
importance which the doctor knows 
demands investigation. 
Another important sign is varia­ 
tion of pressu re within the eyeball, 
even thou gh the pressu re does not 


a great deal of evidence that glau ­ 
coma tends to ru n in families. 
The symptoms of this condition 
vary to a great extent. There may 
be occasional blu rring of the eye­ 
sight, some discomfort within the 
eye, excessive tearing, the seeing of 
a halo arou nd lights, and difficu lty 
in reading. Congestion of the eye­ 
ball is u u ally present. Sometimes 
the only sign of the disease is varia­ 
tion in the eyeball pressu re. 
In Severe Cases 
Su rgical treatment of glau coma 
is u sed bu t not when the condition 
is so slight that the eyesight is not 
impaired. In severe cases, however, 
operation may be necessary to save 
the eyesight. 
The doctor will determine the de­ 
gree of severity of the disorder be­ 
fore treating 
the condition with 
dru gs, since su ch treatm ent may be 
u nnecessary as long as the symp­ 
toms are Hight and there is no loss 
of eyesight. 
If dru gs are u sed, one called pilo­ 
carpine is recommended to be given 
twice daily. Of cou rse, su ch treat­ 
ment mu st be carried ou t u nder th# 
direction of the physician. 
There shou ld be no delay in the 
treatment of glau coma. 
Remember, delays are alway* 
dangerou s.
